I posted this a couple of years ago and promptly lost the message. So I 
have reconstituted and hereby reprise the information: 


Required test equipment: 


Sinewave audio generator and RMS A.C. Voltmeter or an oscilloscope. 
Calibrated Wattmeter. 


Procedure: 


(1.) Remove covers. 


(2.) Position the radio with the component side up, front panel facing 
you. 


(3.) There are only 3 pots you need to be concerned with. Identify 
horizontal trim pots, RV9, RV16 and RV14. Looking down 

onto the circuit board, RV1, RVI and RV16 are in a row left to right 
along next to LT1 which is a choke that looks like 

an audio transformer. RV14 is below LT1 (toward the front of the 
radio) and right next to C320, an electrolytic 

capacitor. 


The pot functions are as follows: 


RVI: Is the ALC control and sets the SSB power output. 
RV16: Sets the power output in the AM mode. 
RV14: Sets the power output in the FM mode. 


The following assumes that the unit under torture is functioning normally 
and aligned properly. Although abbreviated, this is right out of the 
Radio Shack service manual except that Radio Shack wants you to measure 
the SSB output with an RF Voltmeter. A Wattmeter is good enough and I 
converted the spec's. to Watts: 


With a Wattmeter and dummy load connected to the antenna connector and 
the DC supply Voltage set to 13.8 Volts, proceed as follows: 


SSB 


(1.) Set the mode to LSB 
(2.) Connect the audio generator to the microphone audio input. Set the 
frequency to 1000Hz and the level to 

5mV RMS. 
(3.) Key the transmitter PTT and set RV9 for 5 Watts (Maximum 24.5 Watts) 
power output. 


(remove the audio generator for the following steps.) 

AM 

(1.) Set the mode to AM. 

(2.) Key the transmitter PTT and set RV16 for 5 Watts (Maximum 7.0 Watts) 


power output. 


FM 


(1.) Set the mode to FM 
(2.) Key the transmitter PTT and set RV14 for 5 Watts (Maximum 25 Watts) 
power output. 


I have done this to my HTX-10 with no ill effects however the procedure 
outlined above voids the warranty so proceed at your own risk. 


All other usual disclaimers apply. 
That's it. Hope this will be helpful.

Good points on using "just enough" cyano acrylate cements. (Eastman 910 in 
the old days). 


In fact this type of cement does not want to be used on porous surface. It 
adheres by being about a molecule thick, and on very clean surfaces, and 
preprimed if you can. In lieu of that, you should slide the pad slightly to 
improve the molecular dispersion of the cement drop, kind of rotate the pad 
in place and then leave it alone until the bond happens. 

IF I am remembering correctly, this also expels the air, and this chemical 
needs an air free environment to gain max strength.

Just twist the parallel line or window line every 18 inches or so, and any 
untoward influences will balance out, as both conductors will be exposed to 
the source. 


Inside, you can space the twin line, a few diameters away from surfaces. 
Radio Shack still sells standoff insulators that are long enough to handle 
this even for the 450 ohm window line. Just do not run close to other 
conductors if you can help it. 


Since you are hooking parallel line to the rig thru a transmatch and balun 
anyway, or at least a transmatch and cable choke with floating chassis trans 
match, you can adjust out any transitions to window thru bolts, or other 
conveniences in handling the parallel balanced conductors. 


The efficiency of using parallel lines is great, and they work even in high 
SWR situations with lowest loss.

It is good someone mentioned spark gaps placed outside the entry of parallel 
line to the shack. 


The easy spark gap for hams is to get a couple of old spark plugs. Place 
them side by side in a copper plate, or aluminum if that is all you have. 
Hook the screw tops to your parallel lines, and set the gaps so that they do 
not arc over with your power. Actually, whatever they were worn to, is 
fine, as they will break over as a storm builds up static on your antenna. 


The plugs can be screwed into a tight hole in the plate, no threading 
needed. Use a flat strap to ground the plate to earth at a suitable ground 
rod or radial terminus. (crowfoot ground). The old handbooks show the 
plate mounted on insulators to prevent the plate under a fault from arcing 
to the window frame, house wiring ,etc.

In the wake of the ARRL DX Phone ‘Test, I thought it prudent to recount the 
adventures of an average ham with a sub-normal antenna - a 3-foot vertical. 
It's thrilling to read of "the guns" flogging the airwaves with their 
mega-towers and stacked arrays, but what about Joe Ham just tossing a rig 
in his car and heading for higher ground to bang it out for three hours 
with a base-loaded 3-foot Rat Shack CB mag-mount [major-modified for 10m]? 
Insane...? Futile...? Read on and you decide...;) 


I packed the Volvo station wagon with my K2, my FT-817 and a QRP TS50 - no, 
not a multi-multi effort - just moi. I pasted the RS 3-foot mag-ant to the 
roof of the Volvo - just forward of the roof rack -- and ran the coax thru 
the passenger window. A pair of 12ft - 6ga jumper cables were clipped to 
the Big Boy battery under the hood and carefully routed to the carpeting of 
the passenger floorboards. Lights, action.. antenna. 


The K2 was first up and nailed Belgium, Italy, Norway, Croatia and 
Yugoslavia in the first eight minutes --- from the left coast of the US! It 
was to be a mojo day ;) With only 52 minutes to go on its outing, the K2 
racked Anguilla - Leeward Islands, the UK, Mexico, the Dominican Republic 
and a slug of JAs. Time's-up. Power-down and hose-up.... 


The FT-817...BANG...the K2 was still warm while the little 817 bagged 
Germany, Aruba, Ireland, Nevada <ooops!>, Cuba, Argentina, Alaska <oops!>, 
Northern Ireland, 'QX1X' [unknown to me] and a mega-ton of JAs. 
Time's-up... all S&P on internal batts ! Power down. Good goin' ! 


TS50/AT-50 (low power) hoses-up and WHAM...QRP-L's favorite country - the 
Netherlands - honest ! Followed by, the Slovak Republik, HI, USA <oops!>, 
Grenada - West Indes, St. Croix, Puerto Rico, French Guiana, Brazil anda 
ton of JAs. Time's up! Power-down, crack open a mineral water and rack the 
log up. All paper logging, no packet spotting, no Internet, no computer - I 
had five dupes (caught by the guns.) Five stations I could not ID... 


Executive Summary: Just three hours on 10m with a three foot antenna netted 
~ 30 DXCC countries and a lot of new friends in JA ;) In my favor, I had 
800 feet of elevation gain over SF Bay [and a great view]. Down side was 
the RS antenna and cramped quarters in the car. I was running S&P at 20Qs 
per hour on each rig - each did a great job - mojo abounded. I had a blast 
!! On the drive home the adrenaline was pumping and I made mental drawings 
of a 70 foot Rohn crank-up tower, bolted to the roof of the Volvo... 
stacked beams, HAMM-M rotor, rigid feeders, N-connectors... just the usual 
stuff. But I'm *xnot* gonna get sucked into that sick type-A-contest-mania 
that ya read about over on the xotherx reflectors... ;) I'm not gonna be 
one of those guys who wakes up in the middle of the night hearing guys 
quacking, " . was that Lima/India, or India/Lima...?...." Nope, not me... 


The moral ... I *think* I really could have bagged 'The Big 100' -- all on 
10m if I'd provisioned enough mineral water & throat lozenges - even on 
that stinkin' little RS antenna! Hey, try it... you don't need a hundred 
foot tower !

Hi all: 
Thought I'd drop my 2 cents in 


LB's WEB site has a great discussion of the difference between balanced and 
unilateral tuners. 


My own experience is as follows. I compared the field strength from a dipole when 
fed thru a unilaterial tuner ("T") plus balun vs several homebrew tuners. These 
are 

the variety that LB discusses, i.e., the xmtr is connected via a link coil at the 
center 

of the main coil. I use a 365pf£ capacitor in series with the coax center 
conductor to 

the top of the coupling coil -- the other side is grounded. As LB points out, band 
changing is not instantaneous -- you have to make a chart of the proper tap points 
on the main inductor for each band as well as the capacitor settings. 


One point not mentioned by LB: the feedline itself transforms the antenna 
feedpoint 

impedance to some other value unless the feedline is 1/2-wavelength long (or 
multiple 

thereof). In practice, the antenna will exhibit a (often drastically) different 
feedpoint 

impedance on each band. In turn, the feedline will do its transformation. Its 
electrical 

length determines how much it transforms the antenna impedance. On some bands, 
the combination will result in an inductive impedance at the tuner end, and a 
Capacitive impedance on other bands. A single configuration tuner is unlikely to 
handle both signs of impedance. The design has to be modified to work with both. 


One way to visualize the shift along the transmission line is the usual "too long" 
or 

"too short" vs. the sine curve of the traveling wave. The main coil actually 
either 

"makes the feedline long enough" or "makes the feedline short enough" to achieve 

a perfect match. So, it must be two separate coils or a single coil broken at the 
center. The tuning capacitor is shunted across the coils (parallel tuning) for one 
kind of impedence, and inserted between the coils for the other (series tuning). 


The use of split-stator capacitors for the parallel configuration is simply not 
needed. 


A single capcitor across the main coil is actually better -- no extra path for 
traveling 

currents which cause loss. As LB noted, the rotor of the split-stator capcitor can 
be left floating. 


Now, that feedline transformation often enough presents an impedance that the 
tuner cannot handle in the parallel coinfig. or, v-v, in the series config. The 
standard 

"trick" is to add a couple more feet to the feedline, which then cases an 
additional 

transformation of the impedance to something that the tuner can handle. For 
example, 

myt ZM2 -- a Z-match type -- feeds my 30m dipole easily on 40, 30, 20, 15. But no 
dice on 17 and 10m. The impedance at the end of the feedline is simply out of its 
tunable range. On the homebrew tuner, the ant can be fed nicely on all bands -- 
as noted above, some bands work with the series config., and others with the 
parallel config. 


How do these tuners compare to the "T" plus balun? Always 1-2dB higher 

field strength. My simple measurements are just that -- I wanted to get an idea 
of which way to go. The MFJ941C and MFJ-901 handle most situations, but 

at some loss. As others mentioned, there are test results out there. 


Two problems with homebrewing: (1) coil stock and (2) capacitors. Both are 
expensive -- if they can be found. So, I just wind my own and pick up 
capacitors at flea markets. Nothing fancy -- PVC coil forms etc. I solder on 
tap-wires to the coil. I have two switches. One switches between parallel 
and series, the other between a big coupling coil (low bands) and little 
coupling coil (high bands). 


I like the flexibility of a 30m dipole doing well on 40m and really well on 30m 
and the higher bands. Homebrew tuners (mine) are kind of ugly -- built in 

silly plastic storage trays hacksawed to size, with rubber bands holding 

stuff in place etc. The front panel is sloped toward me, which makes it 

hard to read my pen-marks for settings. I'm always going to do one to 
professional standards -- but lazy and won't make it work any better! 


It's fun building tuners -- nothing to "smoke"! 


My next step is to add a Scorpion LED SWR bridge -- when I get the 
time. Meanwhile, I use my TinyTim Altoids plugin version.

I have open wire line from my g5rv all the way into my shack to a 
heavy duty 4 to 1 balun(radio works type). Seems to work FB. 

I was using a johnsons match box..but had a hard time getting good 
loading on some bands..so i switched to the MFJ versa tuner 
w/external balun and no probs. 

Im not giving up on the johnsons match box..just setting it aside for 
a while. 

To get the balanced feeder into my shack basement window(there is 

an aluminum frame window) I drilled beside the window..into the 2x4 
frame in the foundation and ran two insulated wires through parallel.

Howard, 


I use Circad PC board layout software and a homemade toner-transfer method 
to make single sided boards at home. I haven't tried the toner transfer 
stuff for a double-sided board. 


Keep in mind that commercially made double-sided boards usually have 
plated-through holes to provide connections between both sides. A home made 
board won't have that - you'll have to solder component leads on both sides 
of the board, and solder wires into vias (feedthrough pads) as well. 


Etching a board with tracks on both sides should be possible if you use an 
upright container instead of a tray. Tupperware and its clones include 
various tall, narrow containers. Standing the board on edge - possibly ona 
little bracket to hold it above an airstone at the bottom of the etchant - 
shouldn't be difficult. 


Unless you absolutely have to do it yourself, consider using a board 
prototyping service. Just this morning I threw away a postcard from a place 
that offered to make any number of boards for $33 each. Other places may 
charge a one-time setup fee and then charge less for each board. 


Here's an example, drawn from a Google search for "pc board prototyping." 
Express PCB (http://www.expresspcb.com/ExpressPCBHtm/Specs.htm) offers 
their "Miniboard" service: 3 pieces, plated-through holes, double or single 
sided, no solder mask or silkscreen, boards must be 3.8 x 2.5 inches, other 
restrictions apply - $59 including shipping. They also have a more 
traditional prototyping service that takes into account quantity of boards, 
size of boards, additional process, etc. to determine price. (I'm not 
endorsing Express PCB - it's just what turned up in the search as an 
example.) By the time you get all the stuff to make boards of this class, 
you'll easily have spent the $59. (And had all that etchant to dispose of.)

>I've got a double sided board I need to design and etch, also. I could use 
>helpful tips and techniques from the group. Specifically, I need an 
>economical way to etch a small, 3x4-in copper-clad 2-sides board. 


I use a photo developer tray, which holds a quart of etchent nicely and has 
a pour spout in the corner which makes putting the etchent back in the 
bottle after your done easy. I know one guy that etches boards in a zip 


lock bag! 


I put my arm lamp over the board and etchent to heat it up some and just 
let it cook for awhile. I don't bother aggitating it until I start to get 
tired of waiting and want to get the last bit etched off quicker. 


I guess you could go out and buy one of those fancy etching tanks and it 
would speed things up some, but unless you make a *xlot* of boards, I don't 
think it's worth the money. 


As for making double sided boards, you do have to be carefull that you can 
solder parts on both sides if need be, or use little bits of wire for feed 
throughs. 


When I make a double sided board, I try to put most of the connections on 
one side. The bottom is mostly ground plane and the odd interconnects that 
replaces jumper wires. I etch the more complicated side first. I tape the 
used piece of transfer film to the back of the board, to keep that side 
from etching and it also helps make the board "float" on top of the etchent. 


After the first side has etched, drill all the holes. This gives you guides 
to line up the film for the other side and keeps the pads from dimpling or 
pulling off if you try to drill them after the other side has been etched. 
Of course, now you have to fill all the holes, so the etchent don't leak 
through and under cut the copper on the side already etched. I use wax. 
It's something of a pain to remove latter, but can be done. 


It can take a little practice to get the technique down...good luck.

>what DX do you work when you got up so early? 


Usually whatever DX is on or near "the grayline" which 
is the boundary between LIGHT and DARKNESS around the 
globe... if you go far enough around, your sunrise is 
someone else's sunset.... THE ABSOLUTE BEST TIME FOR 
THOSE PLACES 180 degrees areound the world from you. 


> I've often wondered if it was worth getting up early 
for DX hunting. 


YES. 


The best time to work DX is within 30-60 minutes of your 
sunrise or sunset. And the best DX to work at that time 
is a DX station whose sunset/sunrise occurs at about the 
same time. If your sunrise is at 6am, there will be a 
lot of DX workable from 5am til 730-8am, and then the 
skip pattern shifts and the DX disappears on that band 
(especially on 80-40M) but often reappears at a higher 
MUF. 


Example: W6 works JY9RL ON 80 METERS in December- 
January when it is 7am in W6 and 5pm in Amman, Jordan. 
The signal travels LONGPATH, i.e. South from Los 
Angeles, across the Equator, to Australia, and then 
following the terminator (LINE) up across the Indian 
Ocean into the Arabian Peninsula. I know it is 
possible, because I was JYIYRL at the DX end of the 
path. 


BUT IF YOU WERE in North America and SLEPT TIL NOON, YOU 
PROBABLY MISSED THE OPENING. 


Another EXAMPLE. If you worked the ARRL DX Contest last 
weekend .... Zam-1lam on the West coast is 3pm-7pm in 
Western Europe, later in Eastern Europe. It is 

roughly "sunrise" in USA and roughly "sunset" in 

Europe. Fantastic conditions, on 10-meters a W6 could 
easily work 25- Euro countries in a couple of hours of 
QRP operating (I know this is true, too, because I did 
on Sunday Morning 3/3). 


Then if you wait til 2-4 pm in W6, that is 6-8am in 
Western Pacific, guess what??? The W6 works a lot of 
JA's, VK's, BD, HL, BV, HS, YC, 9M, etc. 


TO WORK THIS ONE FROM W6, YOU HAD TO STAY UP UNTIL 


AFTERNOON.... IF YOU WENT TO BED EARLY, NOON, for 
example, -- THEN YOU MISSED YOUR "SUNSET OPENING" TO THE 
FAR EAST. 


So late to Bed, 
Early to Rise, 
Better for DX, 
What a surprise! 


(that's why contesters are heavily into caffeine! ) 


If you don't a clock or computer program which shows 
which part of the world is in sunlight and which part is 
in shadow -- it is worth buying IF you are planning to 
work a lot of DX. 


The ARRL handbook has some info on it, but the best 
place to look is in ON4UN's book on low band DX-ing.

Well, you've bitten off a big chunk three! First off, I would hope you 
have more than one board to play with! Doing your own PC board design 
and etching it is not an easy process, if the design is at all complex! 


There are several ways to layout the board for etching. You can use a 
toner transfer system. You can use rub down symbols, and you can use 
masking tape! Toner transfer systems are neat, and work very well, BUT, 
first you must learn the in's and out's of the software and make the 
toner transfer system work! 


Rub down symbols work very well but I would only recommend using them 
for the circuit. You will have other problems, including the ground 
planes! 


Masking tape is the easiest but still takes some skill with an X-Acto 
knife! I have used all three methods. For a single board, certainly 
for a prototype, I like masking tape. In fact I would recommend it! 


You cover the board with several layers of masking tape and draw your 
design on the tape. Then you use an X-Acto knife or a razor blade to 
carefully cut around the design. When finished you rub the masking tape 
down again and it's off the the etching tank! 


Note, there are methods that use a "Sharpie" pen to lay out the 
circuit. They sell special etch resist pens for this purpose. I have 
never used them but they should work for the circuit! 


Etching. I use a small plastic box, only slightly larger than the 
board. I put 1/3 to 1/2 nch of ferric chloride in there and submerge 
the board. You can heat the ferric chloride slightly by floating the 


plastic box in a water bath and heating the water. The etching process 
will go faster! 


Other notes, Cleanliness is next to whatever in this process. Use fine 
steel wool on the board surface before you put any masking tape or 
anything else on. Also, carefully clean the etched board with running 
water and soap when you are done. Use steel wool again until the board 
is shiny and brite! 


And, ferric chlorine is bad for your drains, public water systems, and 
bad for your lawn too! Do not dump the used material in the drains and 
don't put it out in the lawn or flower beds. You will see the effects 
immediately! Put it in a plastic bottle and tell the garbage people 
what it is! 


As you can see, etching a PC board is really a lot of trouble. The last 
time I needed one I went to FAR Circuits with a layout and they etched 
me a few for $25.00! While it takes a lot of the fun out of the 
process, I sort of agree with those who say have them made commercially!
